Epitors Constitution: In your arti 
clea few m rnings ago in reference to the rail- 
roed pool, as you term it, or the Southern Rail. 
road and Steamship aesociat‘on as it in fact is, 
while you make no direct a tack upon the pool, 
some of your ins nuations do not eeem to be quite 
friendly. 

The object, and only obj:ct, of the ‘‘ pool’’ Is 
to try to maintain ;easovable and just rates, and 
to make ra‘'es unifcrm, bearing upon every mrr- 
chant and every yerson alike. We have iately 
been i a war wh re tne pool was not required, 
aud, as you will readily lerrn if you go among 
the merchants, som», have got their freights ship- 
pd for abou: half what it costothere. This is 
always the case where there is no recognized reg- 
ularrate. If you will esk the me. chavts, they 
wiil generally tell you that they do not care 80 
much about the rate, if it is reasonable, as they 
do about the uniformity of it. Lect it bear aike 
upon a'l, and do jus:'ce alize to all. 

But the proper onject of this communication is 
to ask you to publ’sh in vour valuable paper an 
extract trom a l.te report made by the Savannah 
Cotton exchange, which shews the v ew which 
that intelligent body of merchants t»kes of the 
association. The ex ract is as foliows:

Stub-Tailed Pigs and Tall Houses-- 
The Streets and the Finger 
Foards.

There are few such enterprising and 
wide-awake little cities in Georgia or the south 
as Dalton, situated just one hundred miles from 
Allapta on the Western and Atiant'c railroad ; 
also the meeting point between the rbove road 
and the Selma, Rome and Dalton, and the East 
Tennessee, Virginiaand Georgia ralirosd. This 
| rormmising city reets cosily in a beautiful valley 
at the foot ot towering hilleoneach side. Dal- 
ton's prominence asa railroad meeting point is 
gradually building up every variety vf business 
to a large degree. On the main busivess streets 
for many blocks there are on each side numer 
ous fine brick buildings, used as stores aud 
warchouses. damilton and King streets are the 
prominent business poriions of the city, while 
upon each side of Thorn.on avenue, Pen'z and 
Morris streets are seen many fine residvunces, 
prominent amoung which are thoseof Judge U b 
McCutchen, judge of the superior coart of that 
circuit, apd Co,ovel J lf Whitman, editor and 
proprietor of the Dalton Enterprise, whose reei- 
dences are og Thornuton avenue. The strects 
aud roads of Dalton are amoung the most beauti- 
fuliy kept of those to be found in any city of 
three timesite s’ze, They are very wide, as 
level a8 a table, and strikingly clean {u appear- 
ence. This work of keeping the streets in such 
fine order is a great credi: to the thriving litte 
city, The work is done principally by a paid 
force of workmen, kept up by the city council, 
which body cous'sts of a mayor arc six alder- 
men. Occasionally a few hands are added to 
the squad, such as delinquent tax-payers and 
parties Who pay their étreet tax in this Way, or 
persous who have been tried for yiciating city 
ordinances and ‘ound guilty, 

Very few hands ure ever added to the regular 
street force, as the people general'y pay their 


streets, 


city, are mapy fine buildiugs, embracing among 
them several churches, the jail and court ho 

ihe public square is also situated in this por 

tion of the wwn, and in it are planted out 
tastefully many young shade trecs, that ere long 
will be a very attractive feature of the park. A 
movement is also on foot to place a band stand 
in the park, and a bnumber of tasty wooden 
benches for the accommodation of visitors. 
These improvements, when completed, will 
make this resort mach sought after by pleasure 
seekers, 

Dalton has a fine brass band, the members of 
which are from some of the best families whos 
reside there. They are now negotiating with 
certain music houses north for a new outfit of 
instruments, which they will probably procure 
in about two weeks. 

Owlug to the fact that very few theatrical 
com panies visit Dalton, the cit zene bave organ- 
ized a number of sociai clubs, and the pleasures 
derived irom these entertainments are ail that 
Can be desired. 

Few cites in Georgia are provided with as fine 
educational faciiities as Dalton. 

The Crawford institute for the education of 

boys is a@ very complete effair, presided over by 
teachers of merked ability. The pilacipal of 
the fchool is Prof. Forrester, who is rezarded as 
one of the most learned members of his profess 
sion in this state. The school educates about 
seventy scholars,and upon finishing of their 
sludies are awarded dipiomas similar to those 
given at Mercer university. 
The Dalton female college isa fine educational 
institute, compete in ¢very branch of study, 
aud supplicd with teachers of weliknown ability. 
Prof. Rodgers has charge of the college, and is 
very successful in many instances in presenting 
to the world many finished minds. 

These two schools are under denom!national 
adminisirations at present, buta plan is being 
formed whereby they will be placed in the 
charge of a board of education of the city. This 
is thought to be the most popular feeling with 
the citizens who have children at thee institu- 
tions being educated. 

In one respect Dalton is far ahead of Atlanta 
in appearance, and that isthat at the intersec- 
tion of cross-streets neat sign boads are seen fas 
tened to ibe corner houses, or to feuces which 
give the surroundings a very city like appearance 
and shows that the council of Dalton are in fa- 
vor of having signs to Cesignate the names ot 
the streets, 80 that strangers can find the way 
without inconvenience.

The committee believe that with pro-« 
per handling, the lawfal force urder 
the doorkeeper has been quite suffi- 
cient, and think it washis duty to find 
out as early as practicable whether or 
not it was sufficient, and in no event to 
add to it until authorized to do it by a 
resolution of the house. But no raw- 
ness in office nor no custom can be 
set up in defense of palpable violation 
of known laws. Utter disregard of lega! 
restraints as shown by Col. Polk, his 
open violation of known laws, to say 
nothing of his inefficiency es shown by 
his testimony, render him, in the opin- 
ion of the committee, unfit for the re- 
sponsible and delicate position of door- 
keeper. The committee, therefore, 
offer a resolution, recommending that 
the position of doorkeeper be declared 
vacant, and that until the appointment 
of a new doorkeeper, the duties of the 
office devolve on the sergeant-at-arms. 
The report is signed by representa- 
tive Harrison, the chairman, for the 
committee. Those who, with him, 
constitute the majority, are Messrs. 
Cox of Ohio, James Pagh, and Sexton, 
republicane, and Messrs. Potter and 
Morgan. democrats. Representatives 
Cook, Cravens, Garth and Henry, dem 
ocrats, join in the minority report, say- 
ing that Col. Polk bas not been guilty 
of corruption in office or of malfeas- 
ance other than the employment of 
persons in excess ef the number re- 
quired by law, and that they are un- 
able to find from the evidence that he 
is interested in claims and bills before 
the house for action. The 
evidence discloses numerous mistakes 
by the door-keeper, especially in the 
earlier part of bis services, arising from 
inexperience and a desire to com 
ply with the demands and supposed 
necessities of the house and its com- 
mittees, and the belief on his part that 
his paramount duty was to perform 
and cause to be performed such ser- 
vices as were, to his mind, apparently 
necessary, trusting to supposed prece- 
cents for appropriations to pay such 
force as he might employ for such pur- 
pose. They unqualified!y dissent from 
the resolution of the majority, because 
the committee was not authorized to 
so report by resolution, and for the 
manifest inconsistency of trying an 
officer upon a charge of corruption and 
finding him guilty of and recommend- 
ing removal tor incompetency.

TIGHT CHECK-REINS, 

The London Horse Book says: The 
horse is often prevented from throwing 
his weight into the collar by a tight 
check-rein—a useless and painful in- 
cumbrance, introduced by vanity, and 
retaired by thoughtlessness amount- 
ing to cruelty. Fewofthe London cab 
drivers use check-reins, knowing them 
to be incensistent with proper work ; 
and when one w# observed, it will in- 
variably be found to be on some yr 
animal whose wearied and haggard ap- 
pearance is attempted to be disguised 
by this instrument of torture. The 
‘check-rein is in nearly every case pain- 
ful te the animal and useless to the 
driver, because it fastens the head in 
an unnatural position, and, as the 
horse’s shoulders and head fall to- 

ther, can not be of any real support 
in case of stumbling. 

Dr. Kitchen, an eminent English 
writer, se ys: The check-rein inflicts 
unceasing torture upon the anitial. 
By holding the head upward, it puts 
the muscies of the neck ona constant 
strain. They become painfully un- 
easy and tired. If the horse cannot 
bear it, he resta the weight of his head 
upon the rein, and his mouth is vios 
lently stretched. Thus he only ex- 
changes one torture for another. To 
sum up in a word: the check-rein 
leseens the horse’s strength, brings on 
diseases. keeps him in pain, frets and 
ipjures his mouth, and spoils his tem- 
per.

should be bedded, as the beds will 
have time to settle before you are rea~ 
dy to plant, which is desirable, in fact 
it enables the plant to grow off better, 
and fewer of them will die out. As 
we have stated in a former article, it is 
a good plan to make the beds high and 
then have down with a barrow juat 
before planting. Another very 

plan, is to open drill, put in fertilizer, 
and list on it with two furrows, then 
just before planting time, finish bed- 
ding.

THE FLOWER GARDEN, 


To germinate weil, seed require 
light, heat, airaod moisture. Sow them 
woen the ground is mellow and fine, 
and if possipie before # gentle rain; 
roll or press the soil upon che seed, 
after sowing. Powerful manures, such 
as hen dung, guano, or chemical ma~« 
nures, if under powerful fermentation 
will destroy the vitality of seeds, and 
sometimes kill the tencer plants. In 
fact, have yuur goil rich, but not with 
stimulating manure. Have theground 
in such condition that young roots can 
easily penetrate it. Very small seeds 
should be sprinkled on the surface of 
the ground, after being made smooth 

gay with the back of the spade, anc 

barely covered with fine, light, mellow 
soil, and ia some cases the ground 
shon!d then be protected from the sun 
by a cloth or green branches stuck 
around. 

Ifthe weather is dry after sowing the 
seed, it will be necessary to water the 
ground where the seed are sown regn- 
larly, but slightly,every evening; in 
fact, during their process of germina# 
tion, the #0il should be kept constantly 
moist. F.owers raised from the seed 
are usnally known as annuals, biennials 
or perennials. 

—To Cure Lice on Planta—Take soot 
from the chimney place ; a tanles - 
fni around the roote of your plants; 
also wash your plants in soap suds. 

— Flies and Worms on Plants —Take 
one teaspoonful of spirits of ammonia 
to two quarte Of soft water, and moisis 
en your plants with it once a month, 
and sprinkle thoroughly once a week 
with tepid soft water. Be sure to wet 
the under part of the leaves, and let 
them have suniight. 

— Bulbs—An occasional dose of weak 
roanure water given to bulbs, increase 
ihe size of the flowers, and also the 
color. 

— Soil—Aa occasional change of soil 
ia very beneficial to flowers in beds, as 
well as flowers in pots, 

— Mildew—In greenhouses, sulphur 
has been found of benefit in keeping 
down mildew. 

Paeonies—Give them your secluded 
spots of ground, and pienty of manure 
food and water. 

Wax Piante—Should havesun, never 
be chilled, and should be grown in 
rch soil, 

—Pvconies—Should be set ont in 
rich, deep soil. 

—If you have but little space for 
flowers or shrubs, do not have large 
foliage plans. 

—Cover unsightly walis with vines 
of rapid growth. 

—D> not sow flower seed too thick, 
for nulesa the plants are thinned out 
they will damp off, or be weak and 
sickly before old enough for transplant- 
ing.

SANlLiARY PRECAU/IONS. 


We have been blamed in past seasons 
for urging an improved sysiem of sew~ 
erage, or a thorough cleansing of the 
city’s foul places. Some of our critics 
insisted at one time that we had ruined 
the reputation of the city for health 
and pleasantness. We did not think 
at the time that we lad said one word 
too much; we donot think so now.

The fact that we are about eleven hun- 
dred feet above tide, and within sight 
of the Blue Ridge, will not ward off dis- 
ease if we continue to invite it by 
c1iminal carelessness. 

The want of money in the city treas- 
ury is no excuse for uncleanliness: 
The city can be thorough!y disinfected 
and put in healthful condition without 
great expense. This must be done by 
making each individual do his duty 
to the public. A man who is willing 
to endure filth on his own lot should 
not be permitted to destroy the com- 
fort and destroy the health 
of his neighbor. in a 
month’s time—and that is about all the 
time we haye in which to prepare for 
warm weather—the city can be made 
sweet and wholesome without ao ex- 
tra expendiiure of over one thonsand 
dollars. 

But such a result can not be reached 
by the passage of a resolution. The 
police commissioners have, we 
believe, adopted a> resolution 
of ny sanitary nature, but 
no good has flowed from it. All 
branches of the city goverrment 
should take bo!d of this matter. The 
city is very fiithy. It contains more 
horrible sme!ls than Coleridge counted 
in Cologne. A block that does not ex- 
tend to the passing nostrilsa variety 
of stinks is a rarity. This must not 
be a month hence, Mr. Mayor and gen- 
tlemen of the council. We invoke you, 
as you prize the welfare of the 
city and appreciate your official ree. 
sponsibility, to co-operate with the 
the police board in one grand effort to 
transform, gin the course of a single 
month, a very dirty city into a clean, 
wholesome summer resort. It can, 
and the people expect that it will, be 
done. 


A STUPENDOUS WORK.

ne idea of its proportions may be 
gat’ red fromthe following facts and 
figores. ‘Che canal is seven miles long, 
and averages ore hundred and fifty 
feet in width, with an average depth 
of eleven feet. It iscut from the Sa- 
vannah river ata point of great eleva- 
tion, and just where the river begins a 
2 series of repeated plunges. A dam 
1,700 feet in width, and of massive 
strength, protects the canal from the 
overflow of the river. The dam Is 80 
provided with gates thatthe whole 
volume of water in the _ river 
is under’ absolute’ control, it 
being within the power of the 
gate keeper to turn two thirds 
of the river into the canal, or if he de- 
sired, to shut it off entirely. Thesup- 
ply is thus as inexhaustible and as 
powerful as the river itself, and as com- 
pletely under control as aspring branch 
would be, In some places the canal is 
over a mile wide, the builders leaving 
the wall down where acr.ek entered 
the cana], and allowing the wastuge to 
find its own level. This enormous vol- 
ume of water is carried through the 
canal, past the city, and is there turned 
backward and dropped through three 
levels into the river again, rejoining its 
current at the foot of the shoals, 

There is a “fall” or head of water in 
the canal varying from 10 to 45 feet. 
Ita whole length for the seven miles 
might be lined with the larvest 
factories, and they might be operated 
steadily, without exhausting or begin- 
ning to exhaust the driving p»wer of 
the water. As it is there is now $3,000,- 
000 worthof machinery and buildings 
along its banks, in the shape of mills 
and factories. It is an established fact 
that @achi and every one of these facto- 
ries is a paying investment. Some of 
them are the most profitable manufac:- 
turing propertiesin the country. Tne 
vrowth in these industries is marked, 
continual and steady. New factories 
jare going up every few months or so, 
capitalists are prospecting continually 
for new and reliable sites. A steam~ 
boat is on the canal tor the purpose of 
carrying boats up and down. 

It is impossible, however, to put on 
paper the sense of grandeur with 
which this tremendous work impresses 
one as he sees it, a solid sheet of water, 
suspended, as if by magic, above the 
city of Augusta—its enormous powers, 
heid securely and at rest, between the 
lines of embankments. In its massive- 
ness ani! vastness, this canal suggests 
the old Roman aqueducts, and is dif- 
ferent from the most of our modern im- 
provement, It is a grand work and one 
of which every Georgian ought to fee) 
proud. As for Augusta, it must build 
ber up royally and speedily. If the 
city were blotted out of existence to- 
day and that canal left, it is our deliber- 
ete opinion that in ten or fifteen yearg 
a city of 50,000 would be built on 
its levels. That it will soon put Au- 
gusta past these figures cannot be 
doubted.

THH FORTY-SIXTH UONGRESS 


As the canvass for the next congress 
has actually begun, it is best that all 
democrats should understand the im- 
portance of unity of action. In the 
present congress we have anarrow, but 
healthy and sufficient margin. If we 
are to go into the presidential canvass 
under favorable circumstances that 
margin must be maintained. If the 
rotcenress of republican rule is to be 
uncovered, and economy instituted in 
the public service, the democrats must 
retain control of tne next congress. It 
can be done, but in order to do so no 
district that is now represented by a 
democrat must be lost through dissens 
sions within his party. 

The Washington Post presents some 
interesting facts relative to this sub- 
ject—facts that we reproduce, so that 
our readers may study them for the 
moral they contain. It classifies 
the districts under four heads, 
namely —1. Districts overwhelm - 
ingly democratic ; 2. Dis- 
tricts overwhelmingly republican; 3 
Ciose districts now represented by 
democrats, and, 4. Close districts now 
held by republicans. 

The total number of democratic dis~ 
tricts igs 157, of which 138 may be 
classed as overwhelmingly democratic 
and certain to re-elect, while 19 are 
close and doubtful. The total number 
of republican districts is 13”, of which 
112 show majorities not likely to be 
overcome under any circumstances, 
while 20 are close and doubtful. The 
total democratic majority in the 19 
close cistricts now held by that party 
is 7,600, while the total republican ma- 
jority in the 20 close districts now held 
by them is 6,380. This brings us to 
consider the important fact that the 
real struggle for the control of the next 
house will be concentrated in 39 dis- 


tricts, in which the aggregate majori- 


ties of both parties are only 13,980, 
thus requiring changes of only 7,000 
votes to effect materia: alterations in 
the complexion of the next house. 
That is to say, changes of 7,000 votes 
distributed around through 39 cons 
gressional districts and among no less 
than 14 states might either overthrow 
the democratic ascendancy or more 
than double it, according to the direc. 
tion in which the changes might occur. 
Bui, iaking the other view of the situ- 
ation, we find that the excess of the 
aggregate democratic majorities in the 
close districts over those of the repub- 
lican party under the same condition is 
barely 1,220! 

Ot the 20 republican districts set 
down as close and doubttul, all but 2 
were carried by the democrats in 1874 
and were retaken by the republicans 
under the impetus of the presidential 
canvass in 1876. The 18 districts de- 
scribed as “retaken in 1876” had given. 
aggregate democratic majorities of up- 
wards of 8,000 in 1874 and return to 
their repub'ican allegiance in 1876 to 
the tune of 6,100 majority in the aggre- 


telegrams have neither plot nor cohe-| ymost for the future of the state, we gate, showing changes of a little over 


7,000 yotes in 18 districts scattered 
through 9 states. Of the 19 democratic 
districts clagsed ag close 17 were carried 
by the democrats in 1874 by aggregate 
majorities -ot 19,900, whereas, in 
1876, the democratic majorities 
in them aggregated only 7,440, 
showing changes of over 6000 votes 
in 17 districts scattered through 11 
states, Summing up these data we find 
that out of 37 commonly close districts 
carrfed by the democrats in 1874 by ag: 
gregate majorities of 28,000, the repub- 
licans retook 18 in 1876 by 6,100 major- 
ity in the aggregate and reduced the 
democratic sum total! of majority in the 
other 19 from 20,000 to 7,500 in round 
numbers. These facts are instructive. 
They show first, that the control of the 
next house hangs really upon the brit- 
tle thread of about 13.000 votes out of 
a grand total of 6,000,000 and, second, 
that the tendency of changes is doubt- 
ful districts from 1874 to 1876 was en- 
tirely in favor of the republicans. 

The moral that the Post finds in 
these suggestive figures is addressed to 
the democratic members of the present 
congress. It calls for both negative 
and positive statesmanship on 
their part—for freedom from blunders 
and for acts and utterances in the in- 
terest of the people. The other moral 
of the figures is overlooked by the P vst. 
It is directed to the people. It telis 
them to beware of dissensions in the 
coming canvass—to beware of ambi- 
tious men who would pall down the 
pillars ot the republic if they could 
thereby serve themselves—to uphold 
the democratic banner as the only safe 
rallying point until victory crowns our 
supremest effort in 1880.

Philadel- 
phia and Chicago have shrunk greatly, 
as Wellas St. Louis. San Francisco and 
New Orleans are the only cities show- 
ing an increase of business over last 
year.

Hew a Maen Can Get a Handsome 
Wedaing Garment tor One Day 
Ouly. 


New York World. 
There has recently been established 
on Broomé street a place, re, upon 
the payment of a moderate sum, dress 
coats can be hired by the day or night 
on easy terms. A short time ago the 
proprietor learned that the costumers 
were d ing a considerable business in 
hiring ou: dress suits as well as fancy 
costumes, and meking a handsome 
rofit on the business. It occurred to 
im that if they cquid do this he could 
too, and he accordingly laid in a stock 
of one hundred dress coats, some 
second-hand aad others missfits trom 
leading Broadway tailors, and advere 
tised that, in addition to his regular 
tailoring business, he was prepared te 
fit out ail customers in society trap- 
pings of the most approved kind on 
the shortest notice. is enterprise has 
proved very successful, and he enjoyed 
a large patropage. This tailor ysster- 
day expiained the mysteries of his 
business toa World reporter. He said: 
“T have about a hundred swallow-tai: 
coats in stock ; some of them are plain 
and secoud~hand, others are satin-lined 
and made by the best cutters in the 
city. Irent them ata charge of $2 50 
a night, with vest to match at $1 addi- 
tional. My customers are apparent'y 
well-to-do; many of them could afford 
to buy dress suits; but as they do not 
often use them they do not care to go 
to the expense. Some of them are 
what [ cal. reguiars; they come to me 
a dozen times in the seasun, and when 
I can I give them the same coat. Thisis 
the busy season just row, from Decem 
ber to February. During these three 
m. nths there are lots of balls, partiss, 
weddings and receptions, and some- 
times we have twenty coats out in a 
night. Rarely do we have !ess than 
twelve out. I suppose most of my cus- 
tomers are clerks, sma!) tradesmen,and 
even some professional men, who do 
not have frequent use f r dress coats, 
but have to use them sometimes. Ido 
not let out trousers. It is not easy to 
fitthem. Besides there are some peo~ 
ple whodo not care to hire them, and 
most people can afford to buy them.”

Mr. W. 8S. Grady Replies to Certain 
Polots itn Father Quinian’s Last 
Card. 

EDITOKSs CONSTITUTION :--Reiterating my re- 

gre. that I shouid be forced to take issue with 
a mivister of the gospel, I am compeiled to 
rep:y to certain statements mace in Father 
Qnin.ans card of yesterday. Whiie Father 
Quinlan does vot attack any material pointe ip 
my card, he indulges in some satirical geuerali- 
ties, that may or may not become one of his 
profession, in dealing with so solemn a subjcct. 
lara not ambitious of following him: tito the 
new field of discussion. 
As to the facts, however, I shall ssy e& word.

Ap act Said te Have Been Passed by 
Congress That Will be Important. 


‘On yesterday, Judge Erekine sus- 
pended criminal bueiness in his court in con- 
sequence of a telegram that involved 
A MATTER ¢¥ GREAT IMPORTAFCE. 

Judge Erekine rc ceived a telegram announc- 
ing thatalaw had been passed by congress, 
which allowed prisoners arrested for violation 
of the United States laws, to testify in their own 
beha'f. He therefore stopped the criminal busi- 
neés, until he could get definite information es 
to what had been done. 

If this law hes passed, and there is little 
doubt of it, our telegrams having already re- 


ported, and it will mark a very great change ia 


the administration of federal justice im the 
various states. Heretofore, it has been im- 
possible for a prisoner to make even a statement 
in his own behalf, while the Unied States cfii- 
cers, (whoee fees depended upon convicilonr) 
were allowed to testify to the fullest extent. 

In conversing with several lawyers 
on yesterdey, we find the most of 
them  itnelined to the belief, thit 
the passage of the law wase@ good thing, and 
wou!d tend to relieve the pr: isouers of oppressive 
prosecution, and at the same time not interfere 
with the process of justice. There is littiedoukt 
that much injustice has been dose io meny peo- 
pie in the illicit distilling districts. The passage 
of a law allowing them to testify in their own 
behalf will go very far toward preyenting this 
in the future. Of course the court and the jury 
will be able to giye the proper weight!) te 
téstimony ofthe prisover when he testifi-s in 
bis own behalf. 

One of the lawyers said on yesterdey ‘It cugi § 
t be put in an even balence with the teet:mony 
of the United States officers, ae they are both 
intereeted parties.’’
